OR YEARS, Women’s wrestling 

has been an afterthought, an en- 
joyable diversion from the “serious” 
business of men’s grappling. This has 
been an unfair insult to the women 
who have dedicated their lives to this 
sport. It has also prevented women’s 
wrestling from becoming as popularas 
it deserves to be. 

As long as women’s matches are 
buried on the cards of regular matches 
they will be given little notice by the 
fans. Few promoters appreciate the 
dignity of women grapplers or the 
importance of the sport in the general 
emergence of women’s athletics. What 
I propose is this: Women must appear 
on separate cards with only women 
wrestlers. \ 

It’s a move long overdue for this 
great sport. Other women’s athletics 
have gone on to unparalleled popu- 
larity when they established a separate 
identity from the men’s competition. 
Tennis is probably the best example of 
this. For years, women were con- 
sidered unimportant when they played 
in the same tournaments with men. 
Once they established themselves in 
separate tournaments, women could 
then garner the same publicity as the 
men. They earned respect for their own 
skills once out of the men’s shadows. 

As in tennis, women’s bouts could 
find sponsorship from companies 
specializing in women’s products. 
There are any number of cosmetic and 
clothing manufacturers which could 
score points with the liberated women 
by sponsoring women’s wrestling. All 
it takes is an enterprising young 
woman or man to set the necessary 
wheels in motion. 

Once the tournaments are 
established women’s wrestling must 
then do away with the championship. 
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Matches pitting Sue Green in 
combat against Fabulous Moolah 
(above) or Donna Christenello 
against Debbie Johnson (below) 
are always exciting contests. 


This is not to take away anything from 
Fabulous Moolah, whose place as a 
wrestling immortal is assured. It’s the 
concept of title and the advantages it 
gives the champion which must be 
done away with. 

It’s incredibly difficult for either a 
woman or man to unseat a wrestling 
champion. The champion has dozens 
of technicalities in her favor. Moolah, 
a genius at both wrestling and cunning, 
has used both to lock up the title. She is 
champion; the other women tend to 
get lost in a list of challengers. 

Each tournament should choose its 
own champion. Have the matches _ 
once a week for a month. On the last 
nigh, the woman who has won the 
most bouts will be the winner of the 
tournament. For the next tournament, 
the women will start equal. 

Also, women must start to encour- 
age girls wrestling in amateur fashion. 
No sport can flourish without 
extensive amateur competition. 
Women are just beginning to be more 
than cheerleaders. This is wrestling’s 
big chance to enjoy its greatest popu- 
larity. Women wrestling associations 
should invest much time and money in 
encouraging young girls to take up the 
sport. 

Never has the time been better to 
introduce women into the martial arts. 
In major cities, women often get 
‘together for karate and judo classes. 
They are learning what men have 
known for thousands of years—physi- 
cal combat can be enjoyable. 
Wrestling is one of the safest and most 
physical taxing ways to battle. Women 
should be allowed to learn this fact. 

Professional women’s wrestling 
most of all needs a wider variety of 
talent. No sport can survive without a

Then I went to another 
set of doctors, equally good, and they 
gave me a clean bill of health too.” 

We asked if we could see their 
reports. McDaniel hesitated a moment 
and then handed them over to us. We 
gave them a quick glance before taking 
them back to the office. The word 
“risk” appeared in both reports. 

Exhaustive study of the reports 
reveals Wahoo did not receive a clean 
bill of health. However, both reports 
stressed most wrestlers wouldn’t pass 
the kind of exhaustive examination 
Wahoo received. 

“Anyone whose ‘body takes the 
abuse a wrestler’s body suffers,” one 
report declared, “will suffer extensive 
internal injury. It is our estimation 80 
percent of all wrestlers have absorbed 
too much punishment during their 
careers. For most people, this would 
require at least exploratory. surgery.

Last month, this magazine published the accusations of 
some of Bruno Sammartino’s opponents. They claimed 
he was a dirty wrestler protected by the WWWF. Here are 


Editor's note: The following article 
contains the unedited statements of 
Bruno Sammartino, responding to 
attacks by wrestlers printed in IN- 
SIDE WRESTLING/July 1976. 
Those wrestlers refused to allow 
Sammartino to respond to the 
Photos included in that article, 
owned by the wrestlers themselves. 
Bruno is responding by describing 
other photos. The following state- 
ments are Sammartino’s alone, not 
the opinions of the magazine or any 
of its editors. 


ANSWER TO BILLY GRAHAM: 
“If a wrestler uses dirty tactics 
against me, I'll fight fire with fire. 
Graham compfained I kicked him in 
the groin (the photo clearly shows my 
foot was headed for his thigh). Kicking 


is illegal. However, as this photo 
shows, Graham began that match by 
jamming his thumb ‘into my eye, 
followed by smashing his fist into my 
adam’s apple, Either maneuver could 
have» permanently injured me and 
ended my career. Graham has ended 
many careers with such tactics. A guy 
like him deserves to get booted around 
the ring! However, there is no excuse 
for kicking a man in the groin and I 
would never do it.” 


ANSWER TO ERNIE LADD: 
“That huge hand trying to choke the 
life from me is Ernie Ladd’s. Ladd 
accused me of choking him ina picture 
clearly showing my arms working on 
his head, not his neck. How does he 
intend to explain this picture? His 
fingers are obviously digging into my 


throat, trying to squeeze my windpipe 
shut. It’s an ugly kind of illegal move 
which is a Ladd specialty. The only 
reason he accuses me of cheating is 
that he can’t believe anyone can beat 
him fairly.” 


ANSWER TO SPIROS ARION: 

“Arion claims I attacked him when 
the match was over. It was over—but I 
was going berserk. I even pushed the 
referee. And I was disqualified. This 
was because Arion kept kicking me in 
the groin over and over again. I just 
wanted to get even with him—and I 
did. Arnold Skoaland and several 
other wrestlers had to get me off 
Arion. As soon as I was dragged away, 
he fled. I won’t put up with being 
kicked in the groin. I’ll fight fire with 
fire, but I will never kick someone in 
the groin.” 


ANSWER TO LOU ALBANO: 

“No one.should have to defend 
himself against Albano’s accusations. 
His lies are exceeded only by his illegal 
tactics. His entire accusation is a fan- 
tasy—it never happened. He and 
Bugsy McGraw challenged me to a 
handicap match. McGraw was still in 
the ring when Albano attacked. | 
struck out wildly to survive. The photo 
of Albano kicking me in the groin is far 
more indicative of the match. 


ANSWER TO STAN STASIAK: 
“Here is a photo taken only seconds 
after the photo in which Stasiak claims 
I was twisting his fingers. Even the 
most inexperienced wrestling fan can 
see I’ve got Stasiak ina perfectly legiti- 
mate hammerlock. The only dirty play 
exists in Stasiak’s mind. He knows he 
would be breaking a foe’s fingers in a

hammerlock, so he blames me for 
using one of his tricks. I don’t need 
dirty tactics to beat Stasiak—or any 
other opponent. I'll retire before I have 
to rely on dirty tactics to win. I’m sur- 
prised at Stasiak. I thought he was a 
much better liar than this!” 


ANSWER TO IVAN KOLOFF: 
“Koloff accuses me of punching 
him. He’s right—and he deserved a lot 
more. He’d already attacked me witha 
foreign object and had me bleeding 
profusely. The weapon was the last of 
many illegal tactics he’s been using all 
match. He had come to brawl, not to 
wrestle. After he sliced up my fore- 
head, I was glad to oblige him. If he 
wanted war, then war it would be. I 
don’t like these kinds of matches, but 
I'll defend myself if I must. In this 
photo, even though I’m on the ropes 
and we’re supposed to break, Koloff 
kicks me in the groin and chest. 


ANSWER TO BOBBY DUNCUM: 

“Duncum accuses me of using a 
weighted boot to kick people in the 
thigh. He says it is supposedly one of 
my favorite tricks. That’s the most 
ridiculous thing I’ve ever heard! The 
only reason I kicked Duncum in the 
first place was to teach him how it felt 
to be kicked. As you can see in this 
photo, Duncum kicked me when I was 
trying to get back into the ring. His 
foot smashed into my thigh and 
torso—he missed when trying to kick 
my head! If any man deserved to be 
kicked, Duncum is the man. Against 
Bobby Duncum, the only rule is 
survival of the fittest!” 


ANSWER TO BUGSY McGRAW: 
“I can believe Bugsy McGraw is 
crazy after reading his absurd accusa- 
tion. He’s turning a simple test of 
Strength into a supposedly dirty 
maneuver. How ridiculous can one 
man be? His kind of accusation 
shouldn’t even deserve an answer. 
Anyone looking at the photo knows 
there was nothing illegal happening. 
However, the above photo illustrates 
one of Bugsy’s favorite illegal moves. 
He’s grabbing onto my trunks, 
preparing to throw me into the ropes. 
The kind of whip action this produces 
can leave a man helpless. It’s typical of 
a man like Bugsy to make stupid 
claims. Oo

Oklahoma's Jack Brisco be- 
came the first man to win 
the world’s heavyweight wres- 
tling title in a Houston ring 
since 1942 when he scored a 
sensational three fall victory 
over Harley Race in Sam 
Houston Coliseum Friday 
night. 

The last time the title 
changed hands here Bobby 
Managoff beat Canada’s Yvon 
Robert in November of 1942. 
Refore that, Bronko Nayurski

defeated Louis Thesz here 
June, 1939. 

Race had won the title from 
Dory Funk, Jr., in Kansas 
City on May 24, ending 
Funk's four-year reign. Before 
Friday’s match, Race was 
given a new $10,000 gold belt 
hy National Wrestling Al- 
liance president Sam Much- 
nick, but Brisco’s win took 
the belt from Race before he 
had a chance to wear it. 

Brisco was born in Okla- 
homa and went to high school 


in Blackwell, Oklahoma. He 
was all-state fullback, hut 
also top wrestler in the state 
and when he went to Okla- 
homa Sate, he passed up 
fooball to become National 
Intercollegiate champion, 
with an undefeated record. 

Brisco led during the ma- 
jority of the first fall, But the 
wily Race survived to slam 
Brisco to the mat and take 
the opening fall in just over 
12 minutes. 4 

Brisco threw everything he 


had into evening the score. 
He caught Race in his leg 
breaker, forcing the man who 
held the belt to submit. 

When they came out for the 
final fall, Brisco set the pace. 
When Race threw Brisco 
into the ropes, expecting to 
toss him into the air for a 
back drop, they hit, with 
Brisco coming high. The 
move knocked Race down 
with Brisco on top and the 
fall was scored to the new 


National 
champion. 

Ivan Putski and Jose Loth 
ario kept their Texas tag 
team title with a three fall 
win over Black Jack Mulligan 
and the Missouri Mauler. 
Paul Boesch won over Gary 
Hart. Red Lyons lost to El 
Gran Goliat; Raul Mata and 
Blackie Gordman drew and 
Johnny Fargo was dis- 
qualified against George 
Scott. . 


Wrestling Alliance 


HE DATE OF July 20,1973 isa 

day the people of Houston, 
Texas, will always remember. For it 
was on that day Jack Brisco won his 
National Wrestling Alliance (NWA) 
title from Harley Race. Race had 
held the title belt for less than two 
months, winning the championship 
from Dory Funk Jr. in Kansas City on 
May 24, 1973. 

The night Brisco won the title 
from Race was the first time in 24 
years a belt had changed hands in 
the city of Houston. The previous 
time—in November 1942, Bobby 
Managoff beat Canada’s Yvon 
Robert. 

The match was one of the most 
exciting championship battlés in 
NWA history. Jack led throughout 
most of the first fall, only to have the 
crafty Race perform one of his 
famous bodyslams on Brisco and 
win the opening stanza. 

Jack retaliated by catching Harley 
in a figure-four leglock, thus 
evening the score. Brisco led the 
action for the final exciting mo- 
ments of the match. 

Race tried to end the match by 
throwing Jack against the ropes, 


expecting to toss the challenger into 
the air for a backdrop. But things did 
not turn out as Harley expected. The 
two men hit in mid-air and crashed 


to the canvas, with Jack on top of 
the champion. Three seconds later, 
Jack Brisco was the new NWA 


champion. O 


It has been three years since the match described in this story 
took place. But it has taken INSIDE WRESTLING all that time 
to find photographic proof the bout had actually taken place.

HE LAST FEW dollars Tom 

Siegenthaler had were- spent 
on bus fare to the offices of INSIDE 
WRESTLING.

Secreted in his briefcase were 
photos taken three years ago of a 
match most people don't even know 
took place. Tom was the only man 
with a camera there the night Chief 
Jay Strongbow wrestled for the 
WWWE title! 

For the last three years, we've 
been trying to get photographic 
proof of the match. Like everyone 
else in wrestling, we had heard the 
match—against then champion 
Stan Stasiak—had taken place with 
Stasiak getting disqualfied. As- 
tonishingly, no magazine or news- 
paper could get photos of the most

important, heartbreaking confron- 
tation in Strongbow’s career. 

We had asked Siegenthaler to 
photograph the match for us, buthe 
had told us he had been laid up with 
a bad cold the night of the match 
and therefore couldn’t make it. We 
were busy pursuing some other 
means of reporting the match when 
an even bigger story broke—Stasiak 
was defeated two days later and 
Bruno Sammartino became the 
new WWWEFE champion. 

Like the rest of the wrestling 
community, we simply forgot about 
Strongbow’s one title shot due to 
the many changes the champion- 
ship underwent in less than two 
weeks: Pedro Morales lost the title 
to Stasiak who promptly lost it to

a Polish immigrant. You’re a 
professional wrestler. A lot of 
responsibilities accompany these facts. 
You know that. Yet can can’t live up to 
those responsibilities. 

Ivan Putski is asad young man. He 
hears the fans’ disappointment rever- 
berating in his brain like a church bell 
gone berserk. His failure accompanies 
him everywhere; even his dreams are 
haunted by it. And the face in those 
dreams belongs to “Superstar” Billy 
Graham. 
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Putski now goes into matches with 
Graham like a condemned man keep- 
ing his appointment with hell. He 
knows what will happen, though he’ll 
do his best not to make it happen. For 
years, his best hasn’t been good 
enough. He can never know if his best 
will ever be good enough. 

Crazy. Insane. Wild. Savage. 
Choose a word or make up your own; 
that’s what happens when Putski gets 
his hands on Graham. Maybe there’s 
some electric force around Graham 
which Putskican’t overcome. That’s as

good an explanation as any—better 
than most.

Like clockwork, and just as un- 
stoppable, Putski either gets himself 
disqualified or makes the mistake— 
the big mistake—which leads to 
defeat. And heartbreak. And the 
broken promise never to go crazy 
against Graham again.

T'S A MATCH most people say 

will never happen; but everyone 
knows it must happen. Dory Funk 
Jr. doesn’t want to wrestle his 
brother Terry for the latter’s NWA 
title. Yet an ambitious man like Dory 
cannot stand still while any man, 
including his brother, remains the 
champion. 

Publicly, both brothers deny any 
match between them will ever 
occur. Publicly, their friends agree. 
However, off the record, those 
closest to Dory say the match will 
take place within the year, probably 
just before Christmas. That will be 
the longest Dory can tolerate 
existing without a shot at the title. 

There is no way to underesti- 
mate the driving ambition of Dory 
Funk Jr. He needs to be the best like 
other men need air. He'll shrivel and 
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die without at least the prospect of 
being champion. His skills will rust 
without the promise of a title chal- 
lenge. Terry Funk’s championship 
could literally destroy his brother’s 
career. 

That's why friends say the match 
must take place. Friends also specu- 
late it will be an ugly encounter. No 
one knowing the brothers will be 
present. It would be too painful a 
thing to watch. It’s a match from 
which the family might never 
recover. 

Terry will be hurt the most by the 
confrontation. He never even 
considered a title shot when Dory 


. was champion. On becoming cham- 


pion, Terry expected the same 
loyalty from his brother. That Dory's 
ambition is much greater than his 
own will be of no consequence to

the younger Funk; he expects Dory 
to do unto him what he did for Dory. 
Terry, his quick temper past the 
breaking point, will be out for blood.

Dory will have made peace with 
himself the moment he asks for the 
title shot. He’ll expect no mercy 
from his brother and give none 
himself. By requesting the match, 
he'll have made the decision the 
title means more to him than his 
family. It will have been the 
toughest decision in his life, but one 
he could not avoid. 

Predicting the outcome of the 
match is almost impossible. No one 
knows exactly what will happen 
when one brother has the other 
writhing in pain. One of them may 
discover in the middle of the match 
love of family is indeed more 
important than lust for a title. Either 
man, overwhelmed by the battle’s 
consequences, could surrender. It’s 
unlikely, but don’t be shocked if it 


occurs. < - 
However, if brotherly love is 


totally ignored in this match, one 
can assume a number of things will 
happen. To aid this analysis, one 
can look to the revolutionary Stat- 
O-Chart introduced in WRESTLING 
ANNUAL #16 (now on sale). Seeing 
the brothers’ comparitive ratings

DIDN'T REALLY break into pro- 

fessional wrestling, | just sort of 
happened upon it by accident. How- 
ever, by the time | made my profes- 
sional debut as a wrestler, | was al- 
ready known throughout my native 
land as a world-renown profession- 
al grappler. 

It may sound odd, but this is what 
really happened. When | was a 
student at the University of Mexico, 
| pursued three major interests— 
philosophy, wrestling, and acting. 
Upon graduation, | had to make a 
choice of which of the three careers 
| wanted to follow. Believe me, it 
was not an easy choice to make! 

During my last year in school, | 
enrolled in a special acting seminar. 
Also in the seminar was a profes- 
sional wrestler. When | wasn't 
studying philosophy or acting, | was 
on the University’s wrestling squad.

offered me a contract to become a 
professional wrestler. | had to 
choose between becoming a great 
amateur or an unknown profes- 
sional. | chose to become a profes- 
sional wrestler.

this did not stop my promoter from 
making my name known through- 
out Mexico. He would send out 
press releases telling how Mil 
Mascaras was wrestling in Europe, 
or how Mil Mascaras had been sen- 
sational in Japan. While he was 
telling the press this, | was still in 
the University finishing up work on 
my degree! 

At the time | became a profes- 
sional (though | had still not made 
my debut officially), masked men 
were the trend in Mexican 
wrestling. Indeed, El Santo was my 
hero, as well as being the then-most 
popular grappler in the country. | 
decided to follow his lead and begin 
wearing a mask.

Further, restricted physical activity 
would be suggested. 

“However, the professional 
wrestler’s body has, over the years, 
built resistance to the punishment. It 
can continue to function acceptably 
even in a battered state. Wahoo 
McDaniel runs no greater risk than 
most wrestlers. 

The letter does go on to say a risk 
exists, a risk most wrestlers run. At any 
time a professional wrestler is prone to 
serious injury, even death. The doctors 
go on to suggest matches be spaced at 
least three weeks apart. They 
especially recommend this for any man 
who has been wrestling for over five 
years. 


Wahoo had gone to the first group 
of specialists right after a match. He 
was in bad shape from the punish- 
ment he took. He told the doctors he’d 
be wrestling in another week, too short 
a time for the body to heal. The 
doctors made their report under those 
circumstances.’ 

Wahoo, however, does not intend to 
restrict his schedule. Never a man to 
coddle his body, Wahoo plans to take 
any match that strikes his fancy. It 
doesn’t matter how much time has 
elapsed between bouts; Wahoo has 
always felt the more the merrier. 
However, his body may no longer be 
able to indulge his competitive spirit. 

Some specialists say Wahoo may die 
if he continues to grapple. Others say 
he must cut down his schedule. Wahoo 
listens only to the call of battle, 
demanding he meet any and all chal- 
lengers. Many wrestlers run a similar 
risk, but none as dangerously as 
Wahoo. 

A man who wrestles against Wahoo: 
McDaniel must realize the risks 
involved. Death lurks in the shadows 
of every confrontation. If McDaniel 
flaunts death at every turn, that’s his 
responsibility. There’s no reason for 
the man who administers the finishing 
blow to blame himself. 

If Wahoo McDaniel dies in action, 
he will have killed himself. O

Sammartino. Strongbow’s bout 
seemed unimportant by compari- 
son. Anyway, we could neither get 
photos nor'a reliable account of the 
battle. 

Siegenthaler’s visit changed all 
that. In his battered briefcase were 
photos of the Stasiak-Strongbow 
title match along with exhaustive 
notes detailing the battle. 

“As you've probably guessed,” 
the photographer said after we 
examined the photos, “I lied to you 
about not being at the match. | got 
the whole thing on film. However, 
Stasiak got to me right after the 
match with an offer | couldnt 
refuse. He gave me more money 
than I’ve ever seen. All he wanted 
were the negatives of the match. | 
was to tell people | wasn't there. HE 
didn‘t want anyone to know aboutit.
